The mobilization of the 
fourteen 
corps does not mean that war is in­ 
evitable. 
The troops are to 1m* 
m a s s ­ 
ed around the Austrian frontier. The

might y et he averted it Austria would 
withdraw from 
Servia 
and 
cease 
military preparations. 


The Czar today called thousands 
of reservists t<> the colors. 
Fighting between Austrians 
and 
Servians was on today at two points 
south of Belgrade, state dispatcher 
issued here. 
President of the Coun­ 
cil Goremy kine issued this ultimatum 
in the form of a settlement of the 
European imbroglio: 


“ Russia is determined 
not 
to 
allow Servia to he crushed, and will 
fulfill its duly in regard to this small 
kingdom, which has suffered so much 
at Austria’s hands. 
Russia will not 
he frightened by any threats A u s ­ 
tria may address to her, 
as 
she 
knows her obligation t«» her Slavic 
brethren in the Balkans, and will not 
consent to Servia becoming an Aus- 
trian vassal. 


“ European 
equilibrium 
demands 
the Slav kingdom retain 
its 
inde­ 
pendence, which Russia will uphold 
to the end. 
To this 
effect 
Russia 
shall take all measures 
that 
the 
gravity of the situation requires, so 
as to he able to successfully offset 
Austria’s intrigue.” 


Russia does not swerve from her 
determination to support Servia, and 
partial mobilization has already been 
ordered. 
There is every indication 
that the whole vast military machin­ 
ery of Russia will soon he set in mo­ 
tion. 


An imperial manifesto is awaited. 


{should Emperor Nicholas become 
Generalissimo of the forces, as it is 
understood he will, an immense wave 
of enthusiasm will sweep over 
R u s ­ 
sia. 
His second cousin. Grand Duke 
Nicholas Nicholaievitch, and General 
Soukhomlinoff, the Minister of War, 
would be seconds in command. 


The political parties 
have 
sunk 
their differences. 
The general atti­ 
tude is not “ jingoistic,” but one of 
resolute confidence in the justice of 
the country ’s cause and readiness to 
make all sacrifices. 
The proposal attributed to Austria 
to discuss terms when Belgrade has 
been occupied is regarded a s impos­ 
sible. 
It is pointed out that before 
opening of hostilities Russia pro­ 
posed to Austria direct ex change of
